Boaton, Aprll 8.-The flr-t general meetlng and

bam;uet of the newly organlied Republiean CfJfll ol
__B88BB-fl_B8BB oecurred this evening ln Music Hall.
and was un nnquallftcd suceoss. Moro than 800
men oceupied seats at tlie taMc-s, whlle tbo ba1-
ronl's wero tllled wlth" women and men, fricnds of
the memlwrs. Tho club was Inaugunited at a time
when the party mlght reasonably be supposed to have

tc?n depressed and weakened. lf aot dishea'rtcned, by
ancxpected and aevcre defeat. It was when flrst

5T?anl7.cd alao handlrapped by .iispirloti on the part
jf many o!d I'ne Republieans that the younR men who

aad laken the helm w.-tv leUlng sall on a cmrse lead¬
ing dangeroasly near to a Murwump reef, and some

ol the hltherto active Republleana for a few wocks

heMtated before lcndlng thelr names and ount-manre
to the new movement. BBB lt aocm ticoame npparent
that the moilve bchlnd tlils viporous chlld of the

party was entlrely un-»c7n.ii and patrlotir ; that Ihere
was no purpose or ariah in the hcart of its promoters to

go ever to the enemy. Even ihe frlcuds and .ponsors
ftarcd not predlct sueh a splendld achlevement ln so

short a perlod. lt has to-day been orgnni.i-d less
than thj-ce months, and lt has on its membershlp rolls
more than 1,000 pleked men. representatlve of tho
best elemeiif of the Republiean party ln Uie old Day
State. The business meetlng of the club wa* held
from 4 to 5 o'clock tlils afternoon. At thla 8BBStBB|
the report of the Executivo eommlttee was rcad.
The report brt.fty referred to the rlrcumstances at-

tending tha birth of tlie new club and to ils prompt
entrai.ee ujaon tho eampalgn agalust free eolnage, and

tho advoency of Civil service Reforra princlples. Tho
report urges upon members of tho club the im-

portance of prompt and encrgctic worli in the next
State eampalgn, which must bo largcly one of educa-
Uon, Involvlng serlous dlscusslon of tho most Im-
portant state issue-s.

At about 5:15 the members of the club proceeded
to the hall, each wearlng a badge in the .hape of a

mlnlatnre, copy of the Stars nnd SUlpes. The Uadct

Secretary Tracy, tlie prlnelpal guost of the club,

was then lntroduced and tlie audlenco ro-e and gavo
him a rouslng welcomo.

Cliecr. fcr James G. Blaine wore given wlth a wltt.

After expresalDg hls thank* for the wclcom. extonded
him, Secretary Tracy paid a hlgh trlbulo to the Re-

pubilcao party ond the present Admlnlstration. Ha

reoognlxed as tho underlylng power of tho latter tho
clear lnteliigenco, the flrm will and ths hlgh con-

aclentloasne-s of pnrpo_e of I'resident Hurrison. He
6poke of the diplomatic triumpli o.' Um S.cr.tary of
